General Thomas, a trustee, now took up 
THE BUSINESS OF EXPLAINING. 

Hie said that the circular had been issued on 
reports from various properties of the trust, 
whieh were believed to be correct. Since 
then, however, regular reports had come in, 
and a loss of $1,000,000 by the shrinkage of 
values had been shown. He was one of the 
trustees, but had done as other trustees and 
directors In railroad companies had usually 
done; he had attended the meetings and list- 
ened to the reports. What had gone in one 
ear had gone out the other, and he had taken 
his fee, eaten hislunch and gone away. He 
realized now that he had been remiss in his 
duties, and was present today to take the cen- 
sure of certificate holders, If they wanted his 
head, as trustee, they could have it.

When he had investicated the affairs of this 
cotton oi] trust, he had found that men who 
had been officially couducting its business, 
had been buying a good deal of oil from rival 
companies when the price was up, and had 
beew obliged to sell out

for. They had done the best they could, but 

had made a mistake. That accounted for a 

partof the loss of $1,000,000. Ope other thing 

which contributed to the loss was the poor 

uality of last year’s cotton seed crop. 

They had kept this fact a_ secret 

for a number of reasons, but it 

was a fact and might as well come out, 

thatfor some reason the oil had been of such 

poor quality that money did not come in for it 

as had been expected in the estimates. He 

then spoke of the plan of merging the trust 

intoa company and said that by the plan pro- 

posed there would be a reduction in the capi- 

tal to $21,000,000, and thus “‘pump out some of 
the water.”’

DEPOPULATING KEY WEST. * 


The Cuban Cigarmakers Returning Home— 
A Dull Time in Trade. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November 1.—Todayts 
advices from Key West indicate thatthe cigar 
makers strike there has assumed a new shape and 
that the paralyais of general business on account of 
the lockout is already seriously affecting the con» 
dition of the populace.. The Times-Union Key West 
correspondent under date of ist ultimo, says: Mes- 
sonier, treasurer of thecigar makersunion has been 
expelled or driven from the island. This was 
done by a committee of the board ot trade, who had 
endeavored to arbitraie the trouble now existing. 
Messoniecr left a day or two ago 
on & steamer and there was much 
excitement among the Cubans, a couple of thou- 
sand of whom were assembled on the wharf, 
Though no real danger was apprehended, yet the 
miliia@ was underarms at the city ball, and the 
mayor had all of theregular police forceassembled 
there with instructions to be in readiness, and sub- 
ject onty to his call. They remained there until 
notified by the mayor that all was quiet. The rea- 
son of hier's expulsion was that his presence 
here was detrimental to the peace, as he was con- 
sidered tho chief promoter of the existing troubles, 

is and his wife's passage money was paid to 
Tampa by the-board of trade. Monday afternoon 
other members of the cigarmakers’ committee re- 
ceived (per delivery by hack driver) an anonymous 
letter, with tickets enclosed for Havana on the 
Steamer Hutchison, which sailed that evening, re- 
questing them toleaye the place. They, however, 
paid no asention to the notice, with the exception 
ot Jose Garcia, who went to Havana on the advice 
ofthe Spanish corfsul. The affair was telegraphed 
to the governor- general at Havana and the follow- 
ing telegram from the consul, who wasin Havana, 
Was read: 

Hoist a flag as protest to the mayor orany anthor 
ity which has the right: protect him in my honse; 
justice will be given,” ete. 

The Spanish man-of-war George Juan arrived 
nthe harbor Monday moraing with the Spanish 
consul and after taking on board two hundred and 
ninety ¢igar makers, women and children, sailed 
the same evening for Havana. One Bundred and 
filty-cight others went by the Morgan steamer 
Hutciinson. It is the belief among Cliiaens gener 
ally, as well asmary of the mannfagturers, that 
Messoniers’ expuisiou has injured rather than im- 
proved matters. All arbitration is out-of the ques- 
tion, as they say they will not resume work unless 
their demand is whoily conceded. The American 
cigarmfikers, exclusive of Cuban- Americans, bum- 
ber about 7,000. Some of the manufacttirers im 
to believe thattbe tronble here is supported by 
Havana manufacturers and connived at by the 
Spanish Cuban government. 

Business is pretty well paralyzed, Clothing 
houses which usually do business of $1,200 to $1,500 
a week did not take in $300 during last week. The 
withdrawals of toflacco from bonded warehouses 
for Monday, Tuesdry and Wednesday were only 
twenty-three bales. 

Messonier came to Tampa, but if he has gone to 
work tlrere ‘‘on the quiet,” itis under an assumed 
name for he could not be found theretoday. It 
seems generally conceded thatthe Havana authori- 
ties are endeavoring to depopulate Key West of its 
cigarmakers, on account of existing jealousy of the 
new American rival for cigar reputation. 


DOOM OF THE GOBBLER. 


President Harrison Issues His Thanksgiving 
: Proclamation. 

V’asHineton, November 1.—The following 
proclamation setting apart Thursday, November 
28th as a day of national thanksgiving was issued 
late this afternoon. 

By the prosident ofthe United States.—A procla- 
mation. A highly favored people, mindtul of their 
depeedence on the bounty of Divine Providence, 
should seek a fitting occasion to testify gratitude 
and ascribe praise to Him who isthe author of their 
many blessings. It behooves ust ihen, to look back 
with thankful hearts over the past year and bless 
God for his infinite mercy in vonchsafing to our 
land enduring peace; toour people freedom from 
pestilence and famine; to ourhusbandmen abund- 
ant harvests, and to them that labor recompense of 
their toil. 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, president 
of tho United States of America, dotarnestly recom- 
mend that Thuraday, the twenty~eighth day of this 
present month of November, be set apartas a day of 
national thankagiving and prayer, and that the 
people of our country, ceasing from the cares and 
lavors of their working day, sbaill assemble in their 
respective places of worship and give thanks toGed, 
who has prospered us on our wt and made our 
paths the paths of peace, beseecbing Him to bless 
the day to our presert and future good, making it 
truly one of thanksgiving foreach reunited home 
circle as weli as for the nation at large. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal of the United States to be af- 
fixed. Done at the city of Washington, this first 
day of Novembey, in the year of our Lord eighteen 
hundred and eighty-nine, and of the indepen- 
dence of the United States the one hundred and

but the Officers Lose 


Money. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 1.—[Special.] 
One of the surprisesin financial circlesisthe sus- 
pension of the National bank of Shelbyville, of 
which Hon. Edmund Cooper is president, and 
Brown R. Whitthorne cashier. Another surprise is 
that a bank fails and nobody loses any money ex~ 
cepi the officers of the bank itself’ This bank has 
been considered a solvent institution by the gen- 
eral public, but for several weeksits paper has been 
allowed to go to protest. A few days agothe officers 
of the bank saw that failure was inevitable, and 
began to prepare forit. They paid outall deposits 
to the depositors and refused totake more, They 
also began to take up the paper of the bank, substi- 
tuting personal notes secured by mortgage, The 
cashier of their correspondent bank ino this city 
said to a Banner reporter today: 

‘Mr. Whitthorne has mortgaged his entire per- 
sonal estate to save the creditors and stockholders 
ofthe bank. I¢is well known that no creditor will 
lose a dollar.”’ 

The doors of the bank are still open, but merely 
for the purpose of closing its business, 


A Colored Delegation in Washington. 

WASHINGTON, November 1,—A delegation 
of colored men, representing the late general Bap- 
tist convention, with Rey. William Gray as chair-~ 
man, called on Attorney General Miller this after- 
rioon in rezard to outrages alleged to have been 

rpetrated recently on colored men in the south 
or attempting to exercise the elective franchise. It 
was represented thata member of the delegation 
who has been sucepned as a witnoss in theapproach- 
ing trial at Jacksonville of alleged election frauds 
in Florida, has been threatened with assassination 
should he return to the state for the 
purpose of _ testifying. The attorney gen- 
eral said that,’ while he was not prepared 
to say precisely what action would be taken in the 
case in question, he would say that they could rest 
assured thatin any matter in which the federal 
authorities had jurisdiction the laws would be en- 
forced, so far as it lay in bis power to enforce them, 
and all officials and witnesses protected,

| “THAT'S THE MAN!” 


OLD MAN CARLSON IDENTIFIES 
MARTIN BURKE 


AS THE LESSEE OF Wis COTTAGE 


Thrilling Incidents of the Great Trial in 
Chicago—Carison and His Wife Point 
Out Burke aa the Stranger. 


Cuicaco, November 1.—Martin Hale, a 
carpet layer, was -+the first witness in 
the Cronin trial this morning. He 
testified thatthe carpet bought by ‘J. B. 
Simonds” in February last,.was laid by him 
(witness) on the floor of aroom at 117 Clark 
street. Witness was then shown a piece of 
carpet, presumably from the Carlson cottage, 
and he identified it as identical in pattern 
with that which he laid in Clark street room. 

After the shipping clerk, delivery man and 
other employesof Révels had testified, the 
first important witness of tlie day, Annie Carl- 
son, was placed upon the stand.” The young 
woman began her testimony very timidly. After 
a few questions she became sv nervous that her 
replies were almost inaudible. It frequently 
became necessary for the court stenographer 


to repeat aloud the barely uttered sentences 


which fell from herlips. The audience in the 
courtroom, assuming that revelations of a 
most startling character were being made, 
craned their necks in the direction of the wit- 
ness stand. The excitement became intense 


as Mr, Mills put the next question. Witness 
then went on to state how on the 20th of 
March, while she was at Carlson’s,a man 
came torent the cottage, which stood near the 
house. Hesaid his sister was to keep house 
forhim,and that he had some furniture he 
wanted to move in at once. He gave his 
name as Frank Williams. 

‘‘Mrs. Carlson,’”’ asked the lawyer, ‘‘do you 
see that stranger in the court room now?” 

‘Yes, sir.’’ . 

**Will you point him out to the jury?” 

‘*There he is,’”’ said witness, pointing directly 
to Martin Burke. 

‘Do you mean Martin Burke—that man?” 
continued Mr. Mills, pointing to Burke 
again. 

‘Yes,’ replied the witness, and that ended 
her examination. 

Mr. Forrest then cross-examined witness at 
great length, going into all the details of her 
movements and her visits to Carlson’s house. 
She testified that she had never seen Burke 
from the day he entered the cottage until a 
few days ago, when she came into the court 
room for the purpose of identifying him, yet 
she recognized him immediately. His eyes, 
hair and mouth and his peeuliar way of look 
ing, she suid, made a great impression on her 
and she knew him at once, 

Mr. Forrest made witness look away from 
Burke and at the jury and then describe his 
— and the color of his hair. This she 

id. 
Mr. Forrest, for the defense, raised a ques- 
tiog as to whether this testimony was applica- 
ble to Any other one of the defendants except 
Burke, 

The court decided that that was a question 
which would have te be decided by subsequent 
developments of the trial. 

Jonas Carlson, owner of the cottage, was the 
next witness. He corroborated the testimony 
of his daughter-in-law about the stranger com- 
ing to rent the cottage. Witness then said: 

‘‘He asked meif it was my house, as he 
wanted torentahouse. Itold him yes. He 
said, ‘Let me see the house,’ and we walked 
over to the house and I took the keys ard went 
through the house with him. We entered by 
the back door and he looked arouud 
and said there were six rooms. ‘How 
much do you ask for it?’ I said, ‘Twelve dol- 
lars amonth.’ Hesaid: ‘Can you take eleven ?’ 
‘No, I cannot,’ Isaid. ‘I will give you the 
money now,’ hesaid. ThenI got the money 
and my boy gave him a receipt when we went 
back to the other house.’’ 

Carlson went on to say that the stranger who 
gave the name of Frank Williams, said that 
he had three brothers and his sister was to 
come on from Baltimore to keep house for 
them. He had bought furniture and it would 
arrive in two orthree days. The stranger 
then took the key. Witness said he had met 
and talked with O’Sullivan, one of the defend- 
ants, many times. O’Sullivan lived in the 
immediate vicinity. At this point recess was 
taken. 

The Afternoon Session. 


At the opening of the afternoon session 
Jossph L. Brouse, a photographer, took the 
stand and identified a photograph show him as 
one taken by him. It was a picture of the 
Carlson cottage and O’Sullivan’s house and 


‘ice honse. It was placed in evidence. 


John C. McDavitt, clerk in the criminal 
court, identified a diagram made by him of the 
Carlson cottage, and of the cottage itself, the 
size and location of whose rooms he described. 
It was admitted in evidence. 

Jonas Carlson was then recalled and his tes- 
timony on behalf of the state was continued. 
He said that the stranger, after renting the 
cottage, walked across the lots to O’Sullivan’s 
stables, where he met O’Sullivan and talked 
with him, Witness heard Burke say to O’Sul- 
livan: “The eottngs is rented.”’ The next 
time witness saw Burke was at about five 
o’clockjon the afternoon of May 4, a few hours 
before Cronin was murdered. e stood on the 
front steps of the cottage. At seven o’clock 
that night witness heard two men talking in 
the cottage. They were talking in a ‘‘hard 
yoice’’ as Carlson expressed it. In April wit- 
ness had a conversation with O’Sullivan abont 
the men who had rented'‘the cottage. O’Sulli- 
van told him that he knew one of them; that 
he was “‘all right,’”’ anc that he would pay the 
rent when due. On May 19th Carlson had an 
other conversation with O’Sullivanin which 
he told O’Sullivan that the cottage was vacant 
and that he had received a letter from the 
man who had rented it, asking him (Carlson) 
to put the furniture in the basement, and say- 
ing that he 

HAD PAINTED THE PARLOR FLOOR 
to save his sister the trouble of scrubbing it. 
O’ Sullivan remarked that he was having hard 
luck with his cottages. The letter spoken of 
and its envelope were identified: On the 20th 
of May witness entered the blood-stained cot- 


tage, he said, and proceeded to deseribe the 


conditions there apparent. 

The examination of this witness had been 
prosaic enough up to this’ point. It continued 
as follows: 

Q.—How many tiines all together did you 
see the!man calling himself Frank Williams? 

A.—Three times. 

Q.—That isin the neighborhood of where 
you lived on Ashland avenue? 

A.—Only two times.there, 

@.—You saw him once beside those two 


times? 
A. -Yes, sir. ¢ 
IDENTIFYING BURKE. 

At this point-in the examination Mr. Mills 
paused for a moment, as if realizing thata 
crisis in the examination was near at hand: 
Leaning slightly forward he put the momen- 
tous question to witness: 

“TI will ask youif you see that man now?”’

defendant, Martin Burke, shook his hat at him 
and exclaimed: 

“THAT'S THE MAN.” 

tars his utmost efforts to appear uncon- 
cerned, it was evident that Burke fally real 
ized the damaging nature of old man Carlaon’s 
testimony. Mr. Mills was not slow to clinch his 
advantage. *‘Is that man,” he asked, (indicating 
Martin Burke.) ‘Al your place you called Frank 
Williams." and witness unhesitatingly answered, 
“Yes sir.”’ , 

John Garriny, a teamster, testificd that about two 
weeks ago, Coughlin told him he wanted to see 
“Major” Sampson, he wanted to get him to “slug” 
aman, He wanted the man disfigured for life and 
if he waskilled it would not make much difference. 

On cross-examination counsel for defense sought 
to show that witness. had a grudge against Cough- 
lin, but he denied that such was the case. Court 
then adjoutned until tomorrow. 

| A Prisoner’s Story. 

Winnefna, November 1.—Gillette says that 
Burke told him that Cronin was clubbed the 
moment he stepped through the door of the 
Carlson cottage. ‘‘He was very strong,’’ said 
Burke, at the same time applying a very im- 
polite epithet to the doctor, ‘“‘and it was a 
bigger job than we had expected.”’ 

Burke said that after the murder they put 
the body in a box and drove to the lake shore. 
Not me@ting their confederates, they threw 
the body into the lake from the shore, but the 
water was shallow and they were fearful of its 
being washed ashore. So they put it in the 
box again, The body bled profusely, and they 
had to cover up the blood stains by shoveling 
soft sand upon them. Then they took the 
body back to the city and dropped it in the 
catch basin, where it was found. Burke also said 
that the man whoworked at McGinnis’s fish and 
oyster depot, West Randolph street, was to have 
taken a hand in the murder but his heart 
failed him and he backed out at the last mo- 
ment. Burke said he himself rented the 
Carlson cottage and put the furniture in. 
When they got to the catch basin they could 
not get the body in and had to double it up. 
While working at it, they got scared by some 
passing wagons and had to leave it, but re- 
turned tofinish the job. Burkesaid that when 
the police of Winnipeg searched him they 
found everything but the check for his bag 
gage. That they missed, and his baggage 
went on to its destination. 

Gillette pressed Burke to tell him why they 
had conspired to kill Cronin. He said he had 
squealed on a man who was short in his ac- 
counts and was a traitor and had been false to 
the cause and it had been decided he should be 
put out of the way. Baker and Howell are 
satisfied that the story is true in every 
detail. Gillette is retiring into the solitude of 
Stony mountain penitentiary for ten years. 
Mills and Heffer have practically the same 
story, and the question is how to get them to 
Chicago. Hefferisatough, and Mills very 
little short ofa lunatic. Still they can un- 
doubtedly give very important evidence if they 
can be got to testify.

Mrs. Bender and Her Daughter Kate Ar- 
rested at Last. 


Nites, Mich., November 1.—The governo 
ofMichigan has g anted the request of Governor 
Martin, of Kangas, for the extradition of Mrs. Mon- 
roeand Mra, Sarah E. Davis, charged with the 
murder of Colonel York in Kansas in 1872 This 
is the culmination of the numerous murders com- 
mitted by the Henders in Lebette county, 
Kansas. Yhis~ afternoon Mrs, Movoroe and 
Mrs. Davis, itinwenarge of Deputy Sheriff 
Dick, started for Labette county, the scene of the 
murder. The men sent here from Kansas, who 
were well acquainted with the Benders, fuily iden- 
tily Mrs. Davis as the original Kate Bender and 
Mrs. Monroe as Mra. Bender. 

The fact that officers from Kansas were here had 
been kept so quiet that their presence was not 
known until the arrest was made and they were 
about taking the train for Kansas, 
Their leaving created a sensation. 
The old lady declared she would not be taken 
alive—thatshe would die in her tracks first. but 
the strong arm of Deputy Sheriff Earl succeeded in 
forcing herintoa bus. At the depot she took the 
matter very coolly and laughed and joked over her 
prospective trip. Eliza, her daughter, wasreticent, 
and said simply that the other woman was Mrs. 
Bender, but that she was not Kate, and that she 
weuld make full disclosures hereafter. She has 
algendy implicated her mother uuder oath with the 
Bender murders, but says that another sister and 
not she was Kate Bender. Her identification, how- 
ever, seems to be complete. 


AN UNPROVOKED MURDER, 


Sheriff Grigsby, of Dickson County, Tennes- 
see, Killed. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Novemder 1.—[Special.] 
What now looks to bea cold-blooded and unpro- 
voked murder created a sensation tonight. James 
Arledge shot and instantly killed Sheriff Sam W. 
Grigsby, of Dickson county. The cause ofthe kill- 
ing is unknown.

“Burifthat court should ever be opened to them 
where ure the equites in this case? Let me call 
your altention to a matter of history in this transac- 
tion. In 1870 the road was in a very bad condition, 
Tine Jessees knew that they coutd not run the road 
sucecessfuliy unless it was :mproved,. They caicu- 
lated how much it would take to improve it for 
their busivess and made their bid accordingly and 
the condition of the road was taken into considera-

“i am fortified in this by the admussion of the 
s€S5eC8.

“Jf you will examine the records as to the bridges, 
the personal property and the improvements, you 
will find that the State road itselfearned the money 
tnat paid for aimost all these improvements, Then 
in equity does not all that property purchased by 
the earnings of the state’s property, even the en- 

esand cars, belong tothe state? But the state 
not make any claims. She proposes to do the 
, fair and honest thing. But do you observe that they 
ieee actually take up the crossties, ballast, rails? 
Things which are absolutely buried in the earth, 
not only fixtures, but buried then, Why it would 
not be astonishing if they should desire to take up 
the very creeks under the bridgcs, necause of their 
increased flow. They actually want us to pay them 
for digging a ditch. Fixtures, the law says, can’t 
be removed. We Eee to let them take away the

Against these the siate was to 
setupits claims for propertv that cannot be re- 
turned, 

But the resolution was not introduced when it 
was found that there was a majority against the 
Whitfield résolution. It is hardly probable now 
that it wlll be unless the attempt to reconsider this 
morning develops considerable strength. 

“We did not kuow how much strength we would 
have,’ said Sen:tor Bartlett, “and we agreed on 
certain things to ne submitted if 
anything at all was to be submitted. When 
we found that we could defeat the Whitficld reso- 
lutions we did so.” 

The friends of the Whitfie!d resolutions will prob- 
ably move to reconsider this mornin«.

The Lease Bill ~*~" , 

The house finished the lease bill yesterday. 

The changes, made after those recorded in yes- 
terday’s CONSTITUTION, were few and immaterial. 

In fact, the only change ot importance was in rof- 
erence to the time for leasing the roak. 

The position of the house is embodied in Mr. Pat- 
terson’s amendments—don’t wait until near the cx- 
piration of the lease to receive bids. 

The senate is in favor of waiting. 

So the matter stands, 

Two Prohibition Bills. 

‘*When Senator McCarty made the race this 
John Scroggins just lacked twenty votes of beating 
him. He came that pear out of 8,000 yotes. Now, 
the people up there are not making this fight on 
Joun Sevroggins. It's Senator McCarty—that’s who

The speaker was Mr. Cogg‘ns, of Banks, 

He was attacking a prohibition bill introduced 
some time ago by Senator McCarty. 

‘The trouble is,’’ continued the representative 
from Banks, “that John Scrogginsisa power up 
there in elections. Mr. McCarty knows that. Ho 
don’t want him there,” 

He then proceeded to defend Mr. Scroggins’s 
character, and the character of the saloon. 

The bill was lost. 

Another prohibition fight was over a bill by Mr. 
Carithers, of Walton, In the last legislature a SO 
resentative from Walton had passed an act prohibit- 
ing the sale of liquor within three miles ot Walnut 
Grove church andacademy. This was done in de~ 
fiance of the wishes of the people of the district and 
county. 

Mr. Carithers‘s bill was to repeal this act. 

The bill was lost, though receiving a majority of 
the votes cast. 


A Convict Lease Resolution. 


Mr. Huff, of Bibb, fired a last shot yesterday 
at the convict lease system. 

It was in the shape of a resolution, and the reso- 
lution explains itself: 

Whereas, The convict lease act of February 25th, 
1876, made it the duty of the lessees, or company of 
lesgees, to procure some “suitable site or place,’’ to 
be determined by governor, on 

they required to 

at thelr own expense, suitable, con- 

venient, safe, healthy and commodious prisons, bar- 

racks, hospitals and guard houses, which should be 
known as *‘the penitentiary of this stato’’; and 

Whereas, The said lessees and companies of les- 
sees have failed to procure any such “site or place 
under the direction of the governor, and have 
failed or refused to erect or build any such ‘‘state 

gage al as was provided for in said act of 

S76; an 

Whereas, Tho state of Georgia has never been 
furnished with any “site or piace” which can be 
designated or used as ‘“‘the penitentiary of the 
state,’ as provided for in the act of 1876, under 
which the present lease was made, there being no 
site or place which is known or recognized as the 
penitentiary of the state, at which the principal 
physician and chaplain of the state can, or pretends 
to reside and carry out the provisions of the act of 
1876, and, 

Whereas, The lessees and companies of lessees 
have all failedin many respects to comply with 
and conform to the plainest provisions of said act, 
and bave frequently violated their contracts nnder 
that act, and especially have they ylolated them in 
failing to make safe and suitable arrangementa for 
guarding and protecting thewomen and children 
assizned and entrusted to their care; and have 
failed or refused to make and enforce, any sort of 
regulations by which persons convicted of crimes 
inyolving moral turpitude, could be prevented from 
associating with those of less vicious character. as 
is required by these lessees under the act of 1876; 
and, 

Whereas, the state of Georgia has for the last 
twenty years been entirely without any site, place 
or buildings which could be called the penitentiary 
of the state, and has, therefore, been entirely de- 
pendent on the judgment and discretion of an in- 
numerable gang of irresponsible hirelings, which 
have from time to time been employed by the les- 
sees owning and controlling the various convict 
camps which are scattered throughout the state, for 
the proper exercise and enforcement of that police 
power over said convicts which should never be 
surrendered by the state; and, 

Whereas, The act of 1876 faileto provide for the 
im position of any fixed penaltics forthe open and 
notorious violations of its provisions and the con- 
tracts made under it; and leaves it entirely discre- 
ticnary with the governor as to what peualty, or 
penalties shall be imposed in certain cases; and, 

Whereas, The general welfare and public policy 
of the state @emand that such changes be made in 
the present poni:entiary system of this state as will 
guarantee the enfegeement of better police regula- 
tions and give the prison management of the state 
such reformatory features as will be in keeping with 
the dietates ofacommon husnanity andin harmony 
with the teachings of all civilized Christian coun- 
tries, 

Whereas, Resolycd by the house, the senate con- 
eurring, That the governor be, and he is hereby 
autborized and directed to have that section of the 
act of 1876, which provides for the erection of suita- 
ble buildings by the lessees, at a site and place, 
under the direction of the governor, to be known as 
the penitentiary of the sate, promptly 
and rigidly enforced against the lessees, and com- 
panies of lessees—and that when said state peniten- 
tiary isso built and ready for use that all the female 
prisoners, and all the male prisoners, under sixteen 
years of age, and all of the very old and infirm 
male hp por shail be immediately transferred 
wnt lientiar 

tate peniien y. 

‘ Resolved, further, That the said convict lessees 
shall be allowed six a @nths tigpe in which te build 
and complete the state penitentiary,and when so 
completeithe governor shall place it under the 
constant supervision of acompetent physician and 
chaplain, both of whom shall reside at the peniten- 
tiary and give to it their entire time and attention, 
so that all the provisions of n third of the act 
of I876 may be carefully and rigidly enforced, 

No action was taken on the resolution.

The Whitfield Resolutions. 

The defeat of Senator Whitfield’s effort 
to provide a tribunal composed of some of 
the purest and ablest men in Georgia, 
headed by the three judges of the supreme 
court, to adjust all matters in dispute be- 
tween the lessees of the Western and At- 
lantic and the state bodes no good. 

If ever there was a proposition of any kind 
calculated to commend itself to well-mean- 
ing people this effort of Senator Whit- 
field ought to have done so. As chairman 
of the joint committee of conference with 
the lessees, he saw the difficulties which 
surrounded the question and appreciated 
the dangers to the state, and went to work 
to apply a remedy which would do justice to 
the lessees and atthe same time rigidly 
guard the interests of the people. His res- 
olutions were fought fiercely, but, as we be- 
lieve, unadvisedly, which time will proba- 
bly serve to clearly demonstrate. 

That the lessees have claims which ought 
to be adjusted no one will gainsay, and that 
the state could have set up counter claims 
is equally true. Senator Whitfield’s resolu- 
tions contemplated the settlement of these 
claims in a speedy way, so that all compli- 
cations and doubt as to what the state had 
to offer to the lessees: under the new lease 
act should be freed from uncertainty. To 
say that some such method is not advisable 
isto say that business men who disagree 
should not try to settle their disagreements, 
but instead rush headlong into tedious, ex- 
pensive and dangerous litigation, regardless 
_ of the consequences, 

In the discussion of the question from 
time to time THE CONSTITUTION has had 
but one object in view, and that was to 
point out what, in our judgment, was so 
manifestly to the interest of the people of 
Georgia. That the senate has not been 
able to view it from this standpoint creates 
mo spirit of resentment. Let us hope that 
it was right and that we were wrong; but, 
viewing every phase of the question as pre— 
sented by both sides, we are forced to the 
eonclusion that it has made a grave mis— 
take, and that the future will assuredly con- 
firm our position. 

Of Senator Whitfield’s efforts it may 
be said that he was on the right line, and 
that his dignified and manly course in the 
conception and advocacy of his proposition 
will be obliged to meet the approval of the 
people, and, whether the wisdom of his ef- 
forts be made manifest early or late, the 
time will come, and at no distant day, 
when he and those who supported him will 
be sustained. 


-‘Tuesday’s Elections. 

Next Tuesday eleven states will hold 
elections. 

In a few of these the result will be 
watched with, interest. Especially is this 
true of New York, Virginia and Ohio. 
There is not much doubt of the general re- 
sult in New York. The democrats wil] 
elect the secretary of state, but the cam- 
paign in the city of New York is muddled 
as usual by the foolish contest between 
Tammany and the county democracy, and 
the resnit of the election for local officers is 
fin doubt. The county democrats have 
made an open alliance with the republicans 
for the purpose of defeating the Tammany 
candidates, and the result is very doubtful, 

In Virginia, the campaign has taken the 
_ phape of a desperate effort onthe part of the 
republicans to reinstate Mahone. The na- 
tional administration is backing him, and 
he has been well supplied with boodle by 
the republican national committee. The 
democrats, however, in spite of the 
- Dboodie, in spite of the solidity of 
the negroes, and in spite of the cunning 


- _ that Mahone has displayed, feel confident of 


carrying the state by a good majority. 
In Ohio, Mr. Campbell, the democratic 
eandidate, has made an extraordiuary cam- 
paign. He has developed unexpected quali- 
tiles as a stump speaker, and he has man- 
aged to put the republicans on ihe defensive 
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which choose senators. The republicans of | 
Maryland are making a good deal of fuss 
over an alliance between themselves and 
the so-called independent democrats, 
but this fusion will not change the result. 
Maryland will elect a democratic legislature. 

In Iowa, the democrats are making & 
campaign which, if not altogether hopeful, 
is very encouraging. Under the leadership 
of Horace Boies, they are giving the repub- 
licans a good deal of uneasiness. 

These states cover the points of interest. 
In the others, the canvass has been of a 
somewhat perfunctory character, the result 
being known from the first. 

We want to hear good news from Virginia 
and Ohio. 


Dorr and Mahone. 

The alleged threat of Mahone to claim 
his election, and organize a seperate state 
government in Virginia, shows the desper- 
ation of the man, but it will alarm nobody. 

General Mahone should take warning by 
the fate of Governor Dorr. 

Early in the forties the little state of 
Rhode Island resembled a boiling pot. The 
commonwealth was rent in twain by two 
belligerent political parties. Thomas Wil- 
son Dorr was the leader of the suffrage re- 
form party. After the election he pro- 
claimed himself governor, and set up a sep- 
arate state government. He organized 
bodies of armed men, and sent them to 
seize the state arsenal. Governor King, the 
lawful governor, resisted. For two months 
the conflict raged between the two gov- 
ernors and their forces. Finally Dorr was 
defeated. He was tried for high treason, 
convicted, and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. At the end of three years he was 
released under the general amnesty act, and 
afew years later he was restored to the 
rights of citizenship. But the disgrace of 
his conviction weighed him down, and the 
remainder of his life was passed in obscurity. 

With Dorr’s example before him, Mahone 
would be a madman indeed to attempt to 
capture the governorship by force of arms. 
The Virginians would not have the patience 
of the Rhode Islanders. Under similar cir- 
cumstances they would make short work of 
the insurrectionists, and at the end of the 
struggle there would be very little business 
leftfor the courts. The leading malcontents 
would be punished without waiting for the 
slow process of law. 

The Dorr programme will hardly be car- 
ried out in Virginia.

Mrs, Elizabeth F. Whitaker died at the 
bome of her gou-in-law, Dr, Johu & Wilson, No, 91 
Nelson street, yesterday n o:ning, . 

Mrs, Whitaker was fn her 89th year, and had been 
an invalid for about two years, During all that 
painful period she remained a«true and uncom- 
plaining Christian. She wasa member of the 
Methodist Protestant church, but after she became 
confined to. her room, Rey. Mr. Ellis, of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal chur.-h south, administered commun- 
ion to her regularly, and she died in the full hope 
of a glorious hereafter. 

Mrs, Whitaker wasa Miss Lewis, of Edgecombe 
county, N. C., and married Colonel Spier Whitaker, 
& prominent lawyer of Halifax county and a one 
time attorney-general of North Carolina. 

Colonel Whitaker removed to Davenport, Iowa, in 
1854, but returned south as soon as the war broke 
out, and six of his seven sons fought in the confeds 
erafe army. The seventh was killed in the Mex- 
icau war. 

Three of the sons were killed in the war, and of 
the remainder Colonel Spier Whitaker is now a 
leading lawyer, and was last year 
chairman of the state democratio exec- 
culive committee, residing in Raleigh, N. C.; 
another, Dr, Whitaker, lives in Littleton, N. C., 
and the youngest isa resident of Davenport, Iowa, 
where the futher died in 1860, having returned 
there after the war. 

There are two daughters, Mra. Madison Stratton, 
of Nashville, Tenn., who has been with her mother 
during her last days at the residence of the other 
daughter, Mrs, Dr, Wilson, of this city. 

The remaivs will probably be taken to Davenport, 
Iowa, for burial, as soon as her son arrives from 


that city.

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Rtocke as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New Yorn, November 1.—In the stock 
market today, trusts were again the all-absorbing 
featare, and cotton oil, in particular, attracted an 
interest which threw all other stocks into the shade.
